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Tropical Storm Tomas could 
re-intensify into hurricane 



MIAMI, Florida — A wea¬ 
kened Tropical Storm Tomas 
could re-intensify into a rare 
November hurricane, the Na¬ 
tional Hurricane Center said 
yesterday. 

Tomas, now a minor Tropi¬ 
cal Strom, is currently north of 
the islands of Aruba and Cu- 
ragao and is moving in west- 
southwesterly direction. Based 
on radar information, cloudi¬ 
ness and thundershower acti¬ 


vity will persist through this 
morning with brief periods of 
low or no activity. Total rainfall 
amounts could reach locally 50 
to 80 mm during this period. 

No coastal watches or 
warnings were in effect associ¬ 
ated with Tomas, according to 
the Miami, Florida-based Hur¬ 
ricane Center. The storm is ex¬ 
pected to continue westward 
over the next day or two and 
slow down.

Feeding Democratic wor¬ 
ries, the respected Gallup 
polling organization's final 
pre-vote survey of likely voters 
nationwide found Republicans 
held the most commanding 
mid-term lead either US party 
has held in a generation

Priests among 46 Christians killed in Yemen cracks down on 


Iraq hostage drama 


BAGHDAD, Iraq (AFP) - 
Grieving Catholics in Baghdad 
marked All Saints Day in 
mourning yesterday for 46 
Christians killed during a 
hostage drama with Al-Qaeda 
gunmen that ended in an as¬ 
sault by Iraqi forces backed by 
US troops. 

Throughout the day mour¬ 
ners were seen carrying coffins 
out of the church and loading 
them onto vehicles for transfer 
to the mortuary. Most of the 
victims were to be buried 
today. 

The rescue drama on Sun¬ 
day night, two months after US 
forces formally concluded 
combat operations in Iraq, 
ended with two priests among 
at least 46 slain worshippers. 

"It was carnage," said Mon¬ 
signor Pius Kasha, whose Syr¬ 
iac Catholic church was tar¬ 
geted by the militants. Wit¬ 
nesses said the assailants were 
armed with automatic rifles 
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and suicide belts. 

"There were less than 80 
people inside the church, and 
only 10 to 12 escaped unhurt," 
Kasha said, adding that two 
priests were among the dead 
and that 25 worshippers were 
wounded. One priest was shot 
in the kidney. 

An interior ministry official 
said 46 worshippers were 
killed and 60 wounded. He 
said more than 100 people 
were inside the church at the 
time of the attack. Seven secu¬ 
rity members also died, the of¬ 
ficial said, adding that five 
attackers were killed. 

Prime Minister Nuri al-Ma- 
liki condemned the "cowardly 
crime," blaming it on "Al- 
Qaeda and remnants of the for¬ 
mer regime seeking to 
destabilise Iraq, revive confes¬ 
sional differences and spur 
Iraqis to flee their country." 

Iraqi officials said that at 
least one of the gunmen had 


blown himself up with a sui¬ 
cide belt as police made a first 
attempt to enter the church. 

Traces of flesh, blood, bul¬ 
let marks and shattered glass 
littered the cathedral, said an 
AFP journalist who went to the 
scene in Baghdad's central 
Karrada district. 

The SITE monitoring group 
said the Islamic State of Iraq, 
the local Al-Qaeda front organ¬ 
isation, had claimed the attack 
and had given Egypt's Coptic 
church a 48-hour deadline to 
release women it said were 
being held captive. 

SITE said the threat came 
amid calls by jihadists and Al- 
Qaeda's media arm for Mus¬ 
lims to take action against the 
Coptic church over the alleged 
imprisonment of the two 
women, both wives of Coptic 
priests. 

Egypt refused to react to the 
demands. 


HAVANA, Cuba (AFP) - 
Cuban President Raul Castro is 
warning the communist nation 
will fall off the cliff if it doesn't 
implement economic reforms, 
including layoffs of half a mil¬ 
lion state workers over six 
months. 

The government unveiled 
guidelines last month for free 
enterprise activities in 178 
fields, as part of a plan to ab¬ 
sorb workers to be laid off by 
March 2011 into a larger if still 
marginal private sector. 

Reforms announced earlier 
will allow Cubans to operate a 
wide range of micro busi¬ 
nesses — accounting firms, 
massage parlors, park authori¬ 
ties, or even open small fruit 
and vegetable stores.

cargo after parcel bomb 
plot uncovered 


SANAA, Yemen (AFP) - 
Yemen yesterday announced a 
crackdown on cargo shipments 
after two US-bound bomb 
parcels were sent from the 
country, as Washington dis¬ 
patched security experts to 
help Sanaa screen air cargo. 

US Transportation Security 
Administration chief John Pis¬ 
tole said the team of TSA 
agents will provide screening, 
training and equipment to ex¬ 
amine cargo shipments at 
Sanaa airport. 

Meanwhile the BBC re¬ 
ported that the source of the 
tip-off which led to the discov¬ 
ery of the parcel bombs was 
Jabr al-Faifi, a former Al- 
Qaeda member based in 
Yemen who turned himself in 
to Saudi authorities two weeks 
ago. 

Faifi was a former Guan¬ 
tanamo detainee who was re¬ 


turned to Saudi Arabia for re¬ 
habilitation in 2006 but later 
escaped to Yemen and rejoined 
Al-Qaeda. 

An alleged Saudi bomb- 
maker, Ibrahim Hassan al-Asiri, 
has emerged as a key suspect in 
the failed package plot which 
has prompted several countries 
to tighten security for US- 
bound cargo and suspend ship¬ 
ments from Yemen. 

Yemen's Saba news agency 
said that a committee for civil 
aviation security has decided 
"to implement exceptional se¬ 
curity measures on all cargo 
leaving Yemeni airports to en¬ 
sure the safety of civil avia¬ 
tion." 

It has also decided to 
tighten general security at all 
Yemeni airports to counter 
"methods used by terror orga¬ 
nisations," Saba said.

ATHENS, Greece — A parcel 
bomb addressed to the Dutch 
embassy in the Athens was in¬ 
tercepted yesterday at a postal 
company in the Greek capital, 
the foreign affairs ministry has 
confirmed 

The bomb was found fol¬ 
lowing the discovery of a par¬ 
cel bomb addressed to the 
Mexican embassy, which ex¬ 
ploded injuring a female mem¬ 


ber of the postal company's 
staff, report several newspa¬ 
pers. 

Two people have been ar¬ 
rested in connection with the 
bombs, one of whom wore a 
bullet-proof vest and carried a 
gun. 

One of the suspects has 
links with an ultra-left terrorist 
group, according to the Greek 
newspaper Kathimerini.

Natural gas the future of energy: Qatar 
energy minister 


SINGAPORE (AFP) - Natu¬ 
ral gas will become more 
"desirable" than other energy 
sources including renew¬ 
ables, nuclear and fossil 
fuels, Qatar's energy minister 
said Monday. 

Speaking at an interna¬ 
tional energy forum in Singa¬ 
pore, Abdullah bin Hamad 
al-Attiyah said he was confi¬ 
dent that global natural gas 
adoption would accelerate, 
mainly for price and environ¬ 
mental reasons. 

"I'm certain... that natural 
gas will continue to gain fur¬ 
ther momentum as a clean 
and secure source of energy," 
he said. 

"Coupled with the envi¬ 
ronmental regulations and 


emission reduction policies, 
this much cleaner fuel is be¬ 
coming the most desirable 
source of energy for large- 
scale electricity generation 
worldwide." 

He said coal and oil use 
were unviable due to their 
detrimental environmental ef¬ 
fects, while biofuels' main dis¬ 
advantages included high food 
crop prices, copious land use 
and excessive water usage. 

Nuclear power, while seen 
as clean, emits carbon diox¬ 
ide and generates radioactive 
waste that has to be disposed 
of safely and properly. 

Renewable energy sources 
such as solar, wind and hydro 
power are "environmentally- 
promising" but remain too 


expensive, the minister said. 

"Maj or technological 
breakthroughs across the re¬ 
newable energy production 
chain are needed in order to 
economically tap these 
sources of energy," he added. 

Qatar, which boasts the 
world's third largest natural 
gas reserves, is starting to see 
more demand from Asia, the 
Qatari minister said. 

"We start to divert more 
cargoes to Asia.... We are dis¬ 
cussing for another seven 
million tons extra to China 
and another four to five mil¬ 
lion to India," he said. 

The emirate is also ex¬ 
panding its natural gas busi¬ 
ness in the Gulf region, he 
said. 

"Believe it or not we suc¬ 
ceeded to establish (an) en¬ 
ergy market in the Gulf. If 
you told somebody few years 
ago, he would tell you this is 
a joke," he said. 

"Today we are contracted 
to supply Dubai next year, 
and also we are discussing 
with other potential con¬ 
sumers in the Gulf." 

Qatar was also establish¬ 
ing natural gas markets in 
Canada and in Latin Ameri¬ 
can countries such as Ar¬ 
gentina, Chile and Mexico, 
he said. 
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Chavez notches up one million 
Twitter followers 



CARACAS (AFP) - Presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez, who has 
embraced new media in his 
quest to dominate 
Venezuela's airwaves, cele¬ 
brated his millionth follower 
Monday on micro-blogging 
site Twitter. 

The firebrand leader, 
known for his fiercely anti- 
US rhetoric, opened his ac¬ 
count in April in response to 
the growing use of social net¬ 


working sites by opposition 
parties that fear restrictions in 
the mainstream press. 

"Hello beautiful world. I 
would like to thank all my 
followers. We have passed 
the million mark! Wow! 
We're going to keep on win¬ 
ning," Chavez declared in his 
celebratory @chavezcan- 
danga tweet. 

In just seven months, 
Chavez has become the most 
popular tweeter in Venezuela, 
amassing 1,002,300 follow¬ 
ers and counting as of 1845 
GMT Monday. 

Faced with a barrage of 
correspondence, the presi¬ 
dent has had to open a special 
department to read and re¬ 
spond to his Twitter mes¬ 
sages, many of them asking 
him for work or housing. 

To his critics, Chavez's 
popularity on Twitter simply 
shows his desire to control 
Venezuela's media and si¬ 
lence opposition voices.

Alcohol more harmful 
than heroin, crack cocaine 


Cell-destroying protein to boost cancer 
fight: scientists 


LONDON (AFP) - Alcohol is 
more harmful than illegal 
drugs like heroin and crack co¬ 
caine, a new study by British 
researchers said Monday. 

Scientists looked at the 
dangers to both the individual 
and to wider society and 
found that alcohol was the 
most dangerous substance, 
according to the study by the 
Independent Scientific Com¬ 
mittee on Drugs (ISCD). 

The results fly in the face 
of long-held opinions about 
which drugs pose the greatest 
dangers, with the authors 
claiming they demonstrate 
’’the present drug classifica¬ 
tion systems have little rela¬ 
tion to the evidence of harm.” 

’’They also accord with the 
conclusions of previous ex¬ 
pert reports that aggressively 
targeting alcohol... is a valid 
and necessary public health 
strategy,” said the authors. 

Drug experts on the com¬ 
mittee devised their own sys¬ 
tem to judge substances and 
believe their consensus pro¬ 
vides a valuable assessment 
which could guide policy¬ 


makers. 

The research, published in 
medical journal The Lancet, 
looked at the how much a 
drug harms the human body 
as well as other factors such as 
what its use costs the health 
care and prison systems. 

Heroin, crack cocaine and 
methamphetamine — or crys¬ 
tal meth — were found to be 
the most deadly. But when 
the wider social effects were 
factored in, alcohol was the 
most dangerous, followed by 
heroin and crack cocaine, 
said the study. 

Substances were given a 
mark from zero to 100 based 
on certain criteria, with alco¬ 
hol scoring 72 overall fol¬ 
lowed by 55 for heroin and 
54 for crack. 

One of the study’s authors 
was David Nutt, a former 
British government drugs ad¬ 
viser during the previous 
Labour administration. 

He was sacked after a dis¬ 
agreement with the govern¬ 
ment over the decision to 
upgrade the classification of 
cannabis. 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Australian 
and British scientists have 
uncovered a ’’death” protein 
that destroys rogue cells in 
what could be breakthrough 
for the fight against cancer, 
malaria and diabetes, re¬ 
searchers said Monday. 

The protein, perforin, tar¬ 
gets wayward cells and 
punches a hole in their mem¬ 
branes to let in killer en¬ 
zymes, project leader James 
Whisstock said, adding the 
discovery ’’answers a really 
fundamental mystery of im¬ 
munity”. 

”It breaks into cells that 
have been hijacked by 
viruses or turned into cancer 
cells and allows toxic en¬ 
zymes in, to destroy the cell 
from within,” he said. ’’With¬ 
out it, our immune system 
can’t destroy these cells.” 

High-powered micro¬ 
scopes in Australia and at 
London’s Birkbeck College 
had allowed scientists to ex¬ 
amine perforin’s structure and 
function, Whisstock said, re¬ 
vealing a ’’powerful mole¬ 
cule” that targets malignant 
or infected cells. 

Without perforin — re¬ 


leased by ’’killer” cells de¬ 
signed to destroy harmful in¬ 
vaders — the body was unable 
to fight infections. Studies 
with mice had linked defec¬ 
tive perforin to leukaemia 
and heightened cell malig¬ 
nancy. 

The discovery also had 
implications for autoimmune 


diseases such as juvenile type 
1 diabetes and for transplant 
patients, with the protein 
linked to both the elimination 
of healthy cells and tissue re¬ 
jection, added Whisstock. 

’’Now we know how it 
works, we can start to fine- 
tune it to fight cancer, malaria 
and diabetes,” Whisstock said.

IMG Chief: Global crisis has cost 30 
AIG to repay 36.7 billion million jobs 
dollars of US bailout 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Ail¬ 
ing insurer AIG is poised to 
repay 36.7 billion dollars in 
government bailout aid after 
floating its Asian unit AIA and 
selling another subsidiary, US 
officials said yesterday. 

American International 
Group raised 20.5 billion dol¬ 
lars of cash in its initial public 
offering of pan-Asian insurer 
AIA Group last week, the 
Treasury Department said in an 
update on AIG’s taxpayer- 
fhnded rescue. 

In the sale of unit American 
Life Insurance Company 
(ALICO) to MetLife, Inc., AIG 
raised about 16.2 billion dol¬ 
lars, including about 7.2 billion 
dollars in cash. 

"This approximately 36.7 
billion dollars in aggregate pro¬ 
ceeds will be used to fully repay 
the loan extended to AIG by the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York (FRBNY) and a substan¬ 
tial amount of the FRBNY's 
preferred interests in certain 
AIG subsidiaries," the depart¬ 
ment said. 

As part of AIG's restructur¬ 
ing targeted by March 31,2011, 
the insurer will draw up to 22 
billion dollars in remaining 
Troubled Asset Relief Program 
(TARP) funds from the Treas¬ 
ury. 

The money will be used to 
purchase the New York Fed’s 
preferred interests in the spe¬ 
cial-purpose vehicles holding 
AIA and ALICO, and subse¬ 
quently Treasury will receive 
those interests. 

The Treasury said it would 
own 92.1 percent of AIG after 
the restructuring, a holding that 
would be much more valuable

than its current cash invest¬ 
ment. 

The stake of 1.66 billion 
shares of common stock, based 
on Friday's closing share price, 
would be worth about 69.5 bil¬ 
lion dollars, it said. 

"This amount significantly 
exceeds Treasury's current 47.5 
billion dollar cash investment in 
AIG," which is in addition to its 
investment in the preferred in¬ 
terests. 

The US government expects 
to earn a profit on its loans to 
and investments in AIG after 
the restructuring, announced a 
month ago, is completed. 

"The completion of the re¬ 
structuring is subject to a num¬ 
ber of conditions," the Treasury 
said. 

"Nevertheless, the AIA IPO 
and sale of ALICO reflect the 
substantial progress that AIG 
and the USG (US government) 
have made to date in restructur¬ 
ing the company." 

AIG, once the world's 
largest insurer, received more 
than 180 billion dollars from 
US taxpayers two years ago to 
help cover investments that dis¬ 
appeared amid the collapse of a 
US real-estate bubble. 


AGADIR, Morocco (AFP) - 
The global crisis has cost 30 
million jobs around the world, 
International Monetary Fund 
director general Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn said yesterday, 
opening a human development 
forum in Morocco. 

Employment should be the 
priority of further globalisa¬ 
tion, Strauss-Kahn added. 


"The world has lost 30 mil¬ 
lion jobs because of the global 
crisis, and the expectations for 
the years to come are 400 mil¬ 
lion," Strauss-Kahn warned the 
International Forum on Human 
Development, taking place at 
Agadir in southern Morocco 
yesterday and today. 

"In the framework of the 
new globalisation, the first pri¬ 


ority is employment, the se¬ 
cond priority is employment 
and the third priority is em¬ 
ployment," he insisted. 

More than 1,500 interna¬ 
tional experts are taking part in 
the forum, including the presi¬ 
dent of the Islamic Develop¬ 
ment Bank, Sheikh Ahmed 
Mohamed Ali. 


Oil prices in Very comfortable zone,’ 
says Saudi minister 


SINGAPORE (AFP) - Current 
oil prices at above 80 dollars a 
barrel are within a "very com¬ 
fortable zone" beneficial to 
producers, consumers and 
companies alike, Saudi Oil 
Minister Ali al-Nuaimi said 
yesterday. 

"I would say we are in a 
very comfortable zone," he 
said in answer to a question 
after giving a keynote speech at 
an energy forum in Singapore. 

"I believe this zone should 
continue for some time and I 
will not predict for how long. I 
hope it will be longer than 
most people think," said the 
minister, whose country is the 
biggest producer in the OPEC 
oil cartel. 


Oil prices were higher yes¬ 
terday as the dollar slid and in¬ 
vestors were cheered by data 
showing that Chinese manu¬ 
facturing activity hit a six- 
month high in October. 

New York's main contract, 
light sweet crude for Decem¬ 
ber, soared two dollars to 
83.43 dollars per barrel. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
delivery in December jumped 
1.89 dollars to 85.04 dollars a 
barrel in London trade. 

Dollar-denominated crude 
becomes cheaper when the 
greenback weakens, stimulat¬ 
ing demand and pushing prices 
higher. 

"Producers, consumers and 


companies are all happy with 
this price," said al-Nuaimi, 
adding however that the crude 
market is "a little bit oversup¬ 
plied." 

In his speech, al-Nuaimi 
said the world will remain de¬ 
pendent on fossil fuels — crude 
oil, natural gas and coal — for 
the next 50 years despite what 
he described as a "premature 
enthusiasm" for the benefits of 
renewable energy. 

He added that Saudi Arabia, 
with proven oil reserves of 264 
billion barrels, was capable of 
supplying crude for the next 80 
years at current production lev¬ 
els "even if we never found an¬ 
other barrel." 


Dutch TNT postal service 
reports profit slump 



THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - Dutch postal 
and courier company TNT re¬ 
ported a 24.2 percent drop in 
third quarter net profit to 75 
million euros (105 million dol¬ 
lars), partly as a result of com¬ 
petition from the Internet. 

The figure was lower than a 
result of 111.4 million euros 
forecast by analysts for Dow 
Jones Newswire. 

"Good but not great," is 
how chief executive officer 
Peter Bakker described the re¬ 
sults in a statement — with 
"general recovery of activity 
levels held back by a difficult 
pricing environment." 


TNT said its revenue for the 
quarter grew 11.4 percent to 

2.7 billion euros, but this was 
"negatively impacted" by costs 
of 14 million euros mainly for 
separating the company's two 
core operations: post and ex¬ 
press delivery. 

Earnings before interest and 
tax (Ebit) declined 20.1 per¬ 
cent to 143 million euros. 

TNT's courier arm, Ex¬ 
press, which operates in more 
than 200 countries, recorded 
growth of 9.8 percent in vol¬ 
ume by weight and 14.7 per¬ 
cent in revenue to 1.7 billion 
euros. 

For Mail, operating in the 
Netherlands, volume dropped 

7.7 percent, mainly due to the 
liberalisation of the Dutch 
postal market last year and 
"electronic substitution," the 
statement said.

Brazil elects first female 


president 


BRASILIA, Brazil (AFP) - 
Dilma Rousseff celebrated vic¬ 
tory yesterday after she was 
elected Brazil's first female 
president and vowed to uphold 
the legacy of her predecessor 
and mentor, Luiz Inacio Lula 
da Silva. 

Rousseff, who served as 
Lula's cabinet chief before he 
hand-picked her to succeed 
him in the run-off, choked 
back emotion as she expressed 
her gratitude in a victory 
speech in Brasilia. 

"The happiness I feel today 
for my win is mixed with sad¬ 
ness for his departure," she 
said Sunday. 

"The task of succeeding 
him is difficult and challeng¬ 
ing. But I know I will honor 
this legacy and extend his 
work," she said. "I will knock 
on his door often, and I know 
it will always be open." 

Rousseff pledged to eradi¬ 
cate poverty at home, and lam¬ 
basted the world's leading 
economies for devaluing their 
monies in a "currency war" 
that was threatening the ex¬ 
ports of Brazil and other coun¬ 
tries. 

A 62-year-old economist by 
training and a career bureau¬ 
crat, Rousseff was virtually un¬ 
known to Brazilians before 
Lula thrust her into the spot¬ 
light alongside him this year. 

Thanks to his support, she 
quickly became the favorite in

the race that pitted her against 
opposition rival Jose Serra, 
former state governor of Sao 
Paulo. 

Although Lula's project to 
have her elected tottered in the 
October 3 first round, when 
she failed to win the expected 
majority needed to avert Sun¬ 
day's run-off, it got back on 
track for the mn-off. 

Rousseff picked up 56 per¬ 
cent of the vote to Serra's 44 
percent, according to an offi¬ 
cial tally of all ballots by the 
High Electoral Tribunal. 

She will take charge of 
Latin America's biggest eco¬ 
nomy on January 1 next year, 
when Lula, 65, is required to 
step down, having completed 
the maximum two consecutive 
terms permitted by law. 


China starts counting its 
huge population 


BEIJING, China (AFP) - 
China yesterday kicked off its 
national census, with more 
than six million counters fan¬ 
ning out nationwide to tally the 
world's biggest population, es¬ 
timated last year to be over 1.3 
billion. 

They will gather key data 
on everyone living and work¬ 
ing in the country — informa¬ 
tion that will paint a picture of 
China's unprecedented urbani¬ 
sation and offer a new view of 
its controversial "one child" 
family planning policy. 

TOfficials have acknow¬ 
ledged that the once-in-a- 
decade count will be a difficult 


task due in part to the nation's 
huge migrant population, 
which is wary of giving away 
information that could land 
them in trouble with the law. 

An estimated 211 million 
people make up China's "float¬ 
ing population" — an army of 
labourers descending on cities 
and towns seeking work and a 
better life. 

Besides making a shambles 
of China's strict "household 
registration system" that for 
decades has registered one per¬ 
son in one particular area, 
many migrant workers have 
also violated the "one child" 
policy

New No 1 Westwood Giants blank Texas to 
still wary of Woods reach brink of Series title

LONDON (AFP) - Lee West- 
wood was officially con¬ 
firmed as the new world 
number one on Monday end¬ 
ing Tiger Woods's five-year 
long reign at the top. 

But the 37-year-old Eng¬ 
lishman, who moved margin¬ 
ally ahead of the American 
despite not playing last week 
as he had amassed more 
ranking points over the last 
two years, insisted any talk of 
Woods as a waning force was 
wrong. 

'T've learnt never to write 
Tiger off," Westwood, the 
first European golfer to head 
the rankings since compatriot 
Nick Faldo in 1994, told the 
BBC. 

Woods's seemingly well- 
ordered life was thrown into 
turmoil by revelations of an 
affair that led to the collapse 
of his marriage and a five- 
month break from the game 
he’d dominated. 

The 14-times Major 
champion has yet to win a 
tournament since returning to 
competitive golf but West- 
wood believes Woods 
showed signs of returning to 
form in last month's Ryder 
Cup. 

Woods, 34, won three 


points from four matches in¬ 
cluding a final day thrashing 
of Francesco Molinari, al¬ 
though Europe still beat the 
United States at the Celtic 
Manor course in Wales. 

Westwood's time at the top 
could be short-lived as any 
one of Woods, Martin 
Kaymer or Phil Mickelson — 
who unlike Westwood have 
all won at least one of golfs 
four Majors — could depose 
the new number one in the 
rankings when the quartet 
contest the WGC-HSBC 
Champions event in Shang¬ 
hai this week.

ARLINGTON (AFP) - Madi¬ 
son Bumgarner, the youngest 
World Series starting pitcher 
in 29 years, hurled eight 
scoreless innings on Sunday 
to lead San Francisco past 
Texas 4-0 and to the brink of 
a World Series crown. 

The 21-year-old US 
rookie southpaw struck out 
six and surrendered only 
three hits to Major League 
Baseball's top-hitting lineup, 
facing only three batters over 
the minimum as the Giants 
seized a 3-1 lead in the best- 
of-seven final. 

"I didn't expect this in my 
wildest dreams," Bumgarner 
said. 

Aubrey Huff, from nearby 
Fort Worth, and Buster Posey 
hit home runs for the Giants, 
who can claim their first title 
since 1954, four years before 
the team moved from New 
York, by beating the host 
Rangers in game five on 
Monday. 

Only six times in 105 
prior World Series show¬ 
downs has a team rallied 
from 3-1 down to win the 
title. 

"It's a good spot to be in, 


no doubt," Huff said. "It's 
great, but this is the playoffs. 
Teams are capable of win¬ 
ning three straight. We've got 
to go out there and get to 
work, act like we're down 1- 
3." 

At 91 days past his 21st 
birthday, Bumgarner was the 
fourth-youngest pitcher to 
win a World Series game, the 
youngest since Fernando 
Valenzuela of the Los Ange¬ 
les Dodgers in 1981. 

"I can't say enough about 
what that kid did. A 21-year- 
old kid on that stage pitching 
like that, he had it all work¬ 
ing," Giants manager Bruce 
Bochy said. 

"He had great poise, com¬ 
posure, sense of belonging. 
He's a man. The way he has 
handled everything has been 
so impressive. He's a special 
talent and we are grateful we 
have him." 

Bumgarner bewitched the 
Rangers on a Halloween 
night where former team 
owner and former US Presi¬ 
dent George W. Bush threw 
out the ceremonial first pitch. 

"We couldn't get anything 
mustered on him," Rangers 


manager Ron Washington 
said. "He threw the ball well. 
He didn't throw one pitch at 
the same speed. He moved 
the ball around, kept the ball 
on the ground. 

"You have got to tip your 
hat to that young kid. He did 
a great job." 

The Giants, who also 
blanked Texas 9-0 in game 
two, became the first team 
since the 1966 Baltimore 
Orioles to shut out an oppo¬ 
nent twice in the same World 
Series. 

"We've got to figure out 
some ways to put some runs 
on the board against them," 
Washington said. 

Bumgarner, whose first 
major league victory came 
last July, was the first rookie 
pitcher to start a World Series 
game since Japan's Daisuke 
Matsuzaka hurled a victory 
for Boston over Colorado in 
game three of the 2007 Se¬ 
ries.
